February 29: Yep, it really does exist

NEW YORK Some people devote their lives to ending world hunger, some to lifting chil- 
dren from poverty, and still others to getting Leap Day the respect it deserves 

The cause may seem frivolous but it is not the least bit trivial to leapers, 
those born Feb. 29, a date that appears on calendars once every four, or 
sometimes eight, years. 

Leapers face a range of troubles over their birthdays, from 
computer snafus to police suspicion during traffic stops 
to hearing about delivery room negotiations to alter 
their birth certificate to a day earlier or a day 
later. 

“Fve had people tell me to my 

face, ‘Who cares?’ ” said Rae- ^ / 

nell Dawn, who with Peter 
Brouwer in 1997 cre- 
ated The Honor Soci- 
ety for Leap Year Day 
Babies. The online 
club for people born 
Feb. 29 boasts more 
than 9,000 members. 

“Fll tell you who cares. 

One in 1,461 of us do,” Dawn 
said, citing the chance to be born 
on Leap Day There are a little more 
than 200,000 leapers in the U.S. and 
slightly less than 5 million worldwide , she 
said. N 

Lest non-leapers dismiss leapers’ com- 
plaints, leapers point out that salaried employees 
are working for free this Feb. 29, since paychecks 
are based on a 365-day year. 

Feb. 29 is not recognized by some computer services 
and software programs that power everything from bank- 
ing to life insurance, Brouwer said. 

“Leap year deniers claim February 29 is an invalid date,” said Brouwer, 
who said he was told by Crown Life Insurance Co. that March i had to be 
listed on his policy because the company’s computer system balked at his 
Feb. 29 birthday 


The quirks of being a leap day

Leap years occur every four years, except 
those ending in double zeros, such as 1900 
and 2100, said Geoff Chester, a spokesman for 
the United States Naval Observatory 

To confuse matters, there is an exception 
to that exception: Years ending in double ze- 
ros that can be evenly divided by 400, such as 
1600 and 2000, are in fact leap years. 


Microsoft Excel, the world’s most popular 
spreadsheet, doesn’t realize that 1900 was 
not a leap year and as a result myriad other 
companies’ programs, in order to be compat- 
ible, have had to put the error in their code. 
Microsoft has no plans to correct the mistake 
because “fixing it now would cause greater im- 
pact to customers,” a company spokeswoman 
said. 


Leap Day also has tripped up Google, 
whose Blogger program will not allow existing 
users born Feb. 29 to update their profiles, an 
annoyance to leapers who use social media. A 
Google spokesman said the company plans to 
fix the glitch. 

Because there is no leap year in 2100, any- 
one born this Feb. 29 who lives a long life will 
have no birthday from 2096 to 2104.

Leap years’ mathematical gymnas- 
tics have been executed since about 
44 B.C., when Julius Caesar instituted 
the leap year system to correct a 
defect in the calendar that otherwise 
would put the seasons out of sync, 
said Geoff Chester, a spokesman for 
the United States Naval Observatory.

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RESIDENTS AND 
COMMUNITY ORGANIZERS 
IN A RACE AGAINST 
VIOLENCE AND POVERTY

Humboldt Park is no stranger to foot traffic, but for an hour 
on April 2i all the steps will be in the right direction. 

That’s when the Earth Day 5K is expected to draw hun- 
dreds of runners to the West Side park. Sure, there are doz- 
ens of road races in Chicago each year, but most showcase the 
lakefront and the North Side— not neighborhoods that have 
fallen on such hard times as Humboldt Park. 

The race, which loops through the park, was the brainchild 
of native Roberto Chavez and his brother Carlos five years ago. 

“We thought it would be a great way to get people out in 
the neighborhood,” said Roberto Chavez, 37. “We want to 
promote this is as a safe place as opposed to homicide, gangs 
and drugs and people on probation.” 

Humboldt Park is moving forward, but it hasn’t won the 
race against violence and poverty The community area has 
logged 120 homicides in the past five years— the third-highest 
number and the loth-highest rate of any other community 
area, a RedEye analysis of police data found. 

The tension over the perception of Humboldt Park as a vio- 
lent community came to a head last week when the owner of 
TipsyCake bakery sparked outrage among residents for saying 
that constant gunplay in Humboldt Park is what caused her to 
move her bakery to Bucktown. 

Community residents and activists describe a neighbor- 
hood, a longtime Puerto Rican mainstay that is plagued by 
job loss, gang wars and gentrification. New community groups 
hope to combat these problems by providing youth with out- 
lets beyond violence. 

“There’s a lot more positive happening today than there 
was 10 years ago,” said Dan Valliere, executive director for 
Chicago Commons, which offers youth leadership develop- 
ment programs in West Humboldt Park. “More recently the 
past five years, a number of organizations have been coming in 
and opening up great things. The neighborhood is hopefully 
started turning around.” 

Once a month for the past year and a half, a coalition of 
Humboldt Park groups including Chicago Commons has 
come together to focus on “creating an environment that’s 
conducive to education,” Valliere said. 

One of the group’s goals is to put fresh food at the front 
of neighborhood convenience stores and liquor in the back. 
Another is to improve safety 

“Whereas it used to be the homicides and the negative ac- 


tivity and there wasn’t much positive to balance it, now there’s 
more positive events,” Valliere said. “Hopefully the next gen- 
eration, we’ll start to see the payoff” 

In the meantime, foreclosures and resident exodus continue 
to hit the community area, which the city defines as the area 
bordered by Bloomingdale Avenue, Governors Parkway Ken- 
ton Avenue and Kedzie Avenue. A portion of the community 
area below Humboldt Park extends east to Rockwell Street. 

Homicides span these borders. The community area has 
logged more than 20 homicides each year for the past five 
years, often placing it among the community areas with the 
most homicides. 

Men in their early 20s are Humboldt Park’s typical victims. 

There are pockets with more deaths than others, such as 
Kedvale Park at Hirsch Street and Kedvale Avenue, where 
statistics show a concentration. The park itself is well mani- 
cured, save for a torn soccer net or two. But it’s the homes 
nearby that may yield more answers. 


The area had a 39 percent foreclosure rate last year, among 
the highest in the city according to blockshopper.com, a 
homebuying website. 

The neighborhood and eight others were selected last year 
to be part of a new Mayor Emanuel initiative to lower fore- 
closure rates by fostering partnerships with banks and com- 
munity groups to assist homeowners at risk of property loss. 

Residents also have been leaving. Nearly 15 percent of the 
neighborhood moved out from 2000 to 2010, according to 
Census numbers. The community is down to 56,300 residents 
from 65,800 in 2000. 

Both the Hispanic and black populations saw declines, 
while the non-Hispanic white population saw a bump from 
2000 to 2010. 

What hasn’t changed about the neighborhood is the per- 
sistence of violence. Eelix “Cato” Rodriguez, 39, blames the 
violent crime on the lack of safe places for youth to go. 

Rodriguez was born and raised in Humboldt Park and never 
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has left the communit}^ though he said he’s had the opportunity: 

He said the Puerto Rican culture of the neighborhood— 
especially the food— has encouraged him to stay put. But he 
doesn’t like the direction his neighborhood has taken. 

Outsiders are displacing the older Puerto Ricans, some of 
whom he has depended on for advice. The number of jobs in his 
neighborhood is decreasing. Gangs are jockeying for territory 

“A lot of these wars are happening because people are rob- 
bing each other. They have no money to pay their bills. They 
have no money to support their kids,” said Rodriguez, a former 
Spanish Cobra gang member who now works with the New 
Saints of Humboldt Park, a local at-risk youth group. 

Still, Rodriguez said he’s optimistic that eventually the 
neighborhood will turn around if the community works to- 
gether to develop economic and education opportunities. 

“We need more leaders, and followers is what we have,” Ro- 
driguez said. “We have too many followers.”

Who are the cheaters? 


The rich really are different from the rest of 
us, scientists have found— they are more apt to 
commit unethical acts because they are more 
motivated by greed. 

People driving expensive cars were more 
likely than other motorists to cut off drivers 
and pedestrians at a four-way-stop intersection 
in the San Francisco Bay Area, UC Berkeley 
researchers observed. Those findings led to a 
series of experiments that revealed people of 
higher socioeconomic status also were more 
likely to cheat to win a prize, take candy from 
children and say they would pocket extra 
change handed to them in error rather than 
give it back. 

Because rich people have more financial re- 
sources, they’re less dependent on social bonds 


for survival, the Berkeley researchers reported 
Monday in Proceedings of the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences. As a result, their self-interest 
reigns and they have fewer qualms about 
breaking the rules. 

“If you occupy a more insular world, you’re 
less likely to be sensitive to the needs of oth- 
ers,” said study lead author Paul Piff, who is 
studying for a doctorate in psychology 

“There is a strong notion that when people 
don’t have much, they’re really looking out for 
themselves and they might act unethically” 
said Scott Wiltermuth, who researches social 
status at use’s Marshall School of Business 
and wasn’t involved in the study “But actually 
it’s the upper-class people that are less likely to 
see that people around them need help— and

therefore act unethically” 

But rather than vilify the wealthy Piff said, 
he hopes his work leads to policies that help 
bridge the gap between the haves and have- 
nots. 

Acts as simple as watching a movie about 
childhood poverty seem to encourage people 
of all classes to help others in need, he said.

It’s silly to me that 
whenever sports 
are represented in 
a novel or movie 
set in a dystopian 
future, it’s always 
about how people 
will be forced to 
murder each other 
as part of a gro- 
tesque professional 
sport/reality show 
If anything, recent 
rules changes have 
rendered most 
sports less violent, 
making anything in “The Hunger Games” or 
“Rollerball” pretty unlikely. 

A more realistic piece of science fiction 
involving sports would be something like 
this: In 2020, the Newark Jeremy Lins 
(Linsanity indeed!) defeat the aging Derrick 
Rose-led Bulls in dead silence while 20,000 
spectators and millions of others at sports 
bars and homes stare down at their iPhone 
17G smartphones to tweet, post status 
updates and check in.

Social media should be a tool enhancing 
our connection to others, not replacing your 
real-life presence with a virtual one.

From home brews to big-name beer stars

While it’s been more than a quarter-century 
since Joe Formanek tried his hand at home- 
brewing beer, the memory remains fresh in 
his mind. As an undergraduate at the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota in the mid-1980s, he visited 
an old warehouse that housed the then-fledg- 
ling St. Paul-based Summit Brewing Co. as 
part of a biology course focused on fermented 
beverages. 

When the tour ended, Formanek and a 
friend decided to try their hand at brewing. 

He hasn’t stopped. While in graduate 
school at the University of Illinois, he helped 
establish the home-brew club Boneyard 
Union of Zymurgical Zealots, which pro- 
vided a forum to trade notes and share beer 
with others. After graduating, he worked in 
the Chicago suburbs as a food scientist and in 
his off hours he found camaraderie with the

brew Contest, Formanek will have one of 
his beers— a viscous Russian imperial stout 
dubbed Five Crown Imperial Stout— avail- 
able nationwide in the Samuel Adams Long- 
Shot variety six-pack. The six-pack also will 
feature beers by fellow winner Corey Martin 
of Texas (A Dark Night in Munich, a Munich 
dunkel lager), and Samuel Adams employee 
winner Fred Hessler (Derf’s Secret 
Alt, an altbier). 


» A Dark Night in Munich is a 

ruby-colored, medium-bodied 
Munich dunkel lager that features 
caramel and brown sugar notes. 


» Derf’s Secret Ait is a full- 
bodied, dark amber altbier 
with hints of chocolate, 
caramel and orange. 


» Five Crown Imperiai Stout is a 

complex, yet well-balanced pitch black 
Russian imperial stout that features hints of 
chocolate, coffee and raisins along with bitter hop notes 


home-brew club Urban Knaves of Grain. 

As he kept brewing, he got good at it. Re- 
ally good. So good, in fact, that he racked up 
awards. He won Midwest Homebrewer of the 
Year Award in 1999. Then again in 2001, 2002, 
2003, 2004 and 2007. He won best in class 
in categories ranging from pilsner to English 
pale ale at American Homebrewers Associa- 
tion’s National Homebrew Competition. 

Despite that success, one thing has eluded 
the 46 -year-old father of two, the same thing 
that eluded all accomplished home-brewers: 
seeing his beer on the shelves of a store. 


There were more than 1,000 entries. 

The contest enables home-brewers to sub- 
mit their beers to be judged by Jim Koch, 
chairman and founder of Samuel Adams’ par- 
ent company, Boston Beer Co., and others. 
Boston Beer produces the brews of the two 
winners (and one Samuel Adams employee 
winner), who each receive a $5,000 royalty
